The evacuation and occupation of War- 
saw is distracting the public mind from 
the critical movement of the campaign 
—namely: the German advance upon 
Vilna. 

This last move is the first maneuver of 
the war since the attempt of Von Kluck 


to outfiank the French at Paris. 


All authorities have considered that the 
Russian second line of defense would be 
along the line from Kovno to Grodno, to 
Brest-Litowsk and the upper stretches of 
the Bug river. If the German attack 
upon Vilna should develop successfully. 
it win outflank this strongly fortified 
Une, cut off the army from Petrog rad, 
and isolate and assure the capture of 
Riga. 


Russians Difficult to Pursue. 
The move on Vilna in itself is not as 
much of a threat against the Russian 
army as an attack farther south, as it 
leaves ample room for the army to ma- 
neuver in retreat toward Moscow or Kleff, 


im the immediate vicinity of Warsaw. If 


the Russians can hold the line of the Bug 
river and the railroad to Bialstok, they 
will suffer but little in the retreat. 
From the time of Napoleon the Russian 
army has been a difficult one to pursue, 
and always for the same reafon, namely, 
the superiority of the Russian cavalry. 


Russian Cavalry Superior. 

In the present combat the German 
forces outnumber the Russians in the 
ratio of approximately 20 to 13, but this 
superiority is all in the artillery and in- 
fantry. In cavalry the Russians presum- 
ably have greater numbers than the Ger- 
man and Austrian lines, and the Russian 
cavalry is superior in quality. 

This was shown in the retreat from 
Karnoff, just as it had been shown 100 
years before, after the battles of Lutzen 
and Bantzen.

Whole Countryside Deserted. 

While 350,000 citizens, including nearly 
half of Warsaw's Ghetto, thus departed 
eastward, nearly another 350,000 of peas- 
ants came trooping into the Polish me- 
tropolis from the neighboring districts, 
Practically the entire population of the 
country on the north, south, and west 
came in a ceaseless procession day and 
night, the tired, dust whitened peasant 
families with their cattle and portable 
goods thronging the roads converging on 
Warsaw. In the city itself literally tens 
of thousands of homes were broken up 
instantly. 

Simultaneously with the evacuation all 
property likely to be useful to the enemy, 
especially metal and machinery, was re 
moved or destroyed. Factories were 
feverishly stripped and the owners of the 
plants were granted free transport to the 
eastward for what they could save. Day 
and night one heard the periodical roar 
of a dynamited factory plant that was 
imbedded in concrete or was too cumber- 
some to dismantle and transport. Every 
fragment of this dynamited metal was 
taken eastward on the railway. 


Everything of Value Removed. 

Warsaw knew no stoppage of work in 
that week end. The huge postoffice, the 
banks, the telegraph offices, the law 
courts, and the various municipal depart- 
ments were busy dismantling their quar- 
ters and packing their archives and port- 
able equipment for immediate transport 
to Russia proper. 

Day ana night gangs of soldiers were 
briskly stripping league after league of 
copper telegraph wires from the poles. 

The telephone exchange was disman- 
tled. The dynamos supplying power to 
the street cars were removed, as were al! 
wheels and detachable fittings of the cars, 
to be taken to Russia. All the crops 
around Warsaw were destroyed when no 
troops could be spared to gagner them. 
Villages are being razed to the ground 
and the city’s suburbs are beng ag 
‘rounded with trenches. 

The three Vistula bridges, including ea 
new Praga bridge, more than a mile long 
and costing $6,000,000, are lined with 
sandbags and wires are set in readiness 
to explode land mines at the last moment 


before the Germans enter Warsaw. 


— — 


Towns to East Evacuated. 

Warsaw is now without postal service 
and only two or three military field tele- 
phone and telegraph wires connect it with 
Russia. Only by means ofa permit, which 
it is difficult to obtain, can one approach 
the doomed city. Beyond Brest Litovsk 
no civilian Is allowed to journey. 

The evacuation of the towns between 
Warsaw and Brest Litovsk is beginning 
and hardly 200,000 persons remain. Food 
costs ten times more than it did last 
month. There is no public water supply 
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the machinery operating the pumps hav- 
ing been transported to Russia, and a ty- 
phoid epidemic is expected. More than 
5.000 wounded soldiers remain in the hos- 
pitals. 

Since Wedensday, July 21, every 
wheeled vehicle has been taken across the 


Vistula, with nearly all the horses. Two! 


thousand hackney carriages are being 
driven by their owners across Russia for 
a distance of nearly 1,000 miles to Mos- 
cow. A number of the city’s British fire 
engines were also sent away. 


Police Ready to Depart. 

The police are about to leave Warsaw, 
having rapidly trained a large body of 
civilian Poles to perform their duties. 
They place in each station house thirty 
revolvers for foot patrolmen and thirty 
rifes for mounted patrolmen. Malls 
bound for Warsaw are being opened in 
Petrograd and returnes to the senders. 

A week ago today a train arrived in 
Moscow cariying the British, French, 
Beigian, and Serbian consuls and con- 
cular archives. The American consul, 
Hernando de Soto, remained in Warsaw, 
having laid in a big stock of provisions 
with the intention of sticking to his post.

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GOMPERS SURE OF FOREIGN 
INFLUENCE AMONG STRIKERS 


Denies He Accused Germans of At- 
tempt to Corrupt Men in Ammu- 
nition Factories. 


Washington, D. C., July 30.—President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor today reiterated his charge 
that foreign influences had been working 
to make strikes in the United States. 

Mr. Gompers made public his corre- 
spondence with the Central Fedcrated 
union of New York. 

“I never mentioned international 
unions,“ wrote Mr. Gompers, nor did I 
use the word German, nor did I mention 
Bridgeport, nor did I refer to ammuni- 
tion factories. What 1 did say was that 
authentic information had come to me 
that efforts had been made to corrupt men 
for the purpose of having strikes inau- 
gurated among seamen and longshoremen 
engaged in handling American producte 
and manning ships for European ports. 

The corrupting influence was being 
conducted by agents of a foreign govern- 
ment.“ 


GERMANS SAFE FOR A YEAR. 


Kaiser Asserts Soldiers Will See 
Roses Blooming Again on En- 
emy’s Soil, Officer’s Letter Says. 


THE HAGUE, July 3.—The Germans 
will still be fighting on foreign soil a year 
from now, according to a prediction by 
Kaiser Wilhelm as reported by the Nieuwe 
Courant. A letter from a German officer 
published today contained the following: 

The kaiser lately visited our corps at 
dinner. We sang the soldier song, ‘We 
Will Meet Again at Home.” 

“Thereupon the kaiser rose and said: 
‘Dear comrades, you must not think this 
will be soon. You probably will see once

OVER DEFENSES 


Bring Little and Big Army and 
Navy Men Together, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., July 30.—Special. }~ 
Democratic leaders in congress are look- 
| lag about for some means of preventing a 
party split over the question of nationa. 
| defenses next December. 

| The Democratic members of the ways 
and means committee will meet in Wash- 
ington early in November in.an attempt 
to arrange a program of action whici. 
will be at once satisfactory to the little 
army and the little navy Democrats from 
the south and to those Democrats princi- 
pally from the Atlantic seaboard whe- 
favor a more adequate preparation for 
war. 

The difficulty of this task is recognized | 
by the members of the ways and means 
committee. Uniess they perform it nicely 

they admit that there is a strong prob- 
| ability of a fusion of Republicans and a 
sufficient number of Democrats to take 
the control of the house naval and min- 
tary affairs committees away from the 
Democratic party and even the control 
of the house itself, if the country de- 
Mands it. 


Democratic Rule Weakened. 

The election last year so reduced the 
Democratic membership on both the naval 
and military affairs committees that those 
bodies will have to be made almost 
wholly anew when congress convenes in 
December. 

A majority of the Democrats remaining 
on the military affairs committee prob- 
ably will follow the leadership of Chair- 
man Hay in opposition to any material 
increase in the army. There isa strong 
probability that the ways and means com- 
mittee, however, may see fit in its recom- 
mendations to transfer some of these 
“ ttle army men to other committees 
of equal importance in rank, though not 
So vitally connected with the welfare of 
the party. 

Illinois had one Democrat and one Re- 
publican on the military committee in the 
last congress. The Democrat 0’ Hair was 
beaten. The Republican McKenzie was 
reélected. It ig net probable that another 
Illinois Democrat will be given a place 
on the committee in the new congress, as 
there is none who would give up his pres 
ent position for it. 

Illinois has two holdover Democrats on 
the naval affairs committee and one hold- 
over Republican. Congreseman Bu 
chanan of Chicago, one of the Democrats. 
is opposed to naval increases. The other 
Democrat is Congressman-at-Large Wil- 
liams, who {s said to favor an increase. 


Will Seek Wilson’s Advice. 

The ways and ineans committee does 
not expect to make its selections for either 
the military or naval affairs committee 
until it Mharns the wishes of President 
Wilson, Secretary of War Garrison, and 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels. 

Although the president is now advocat- 
ing an increase in the defenses, there is 
still considerable skepticism regarding 
his desire for a really adequate national 
defense. 

It is generally believed he will attempt 
to satisfy the demands of the country 
and at the same time will try to avoid any 
action Which will offend “ little army and 
little navy Democrats from the south.
